5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  roads  and  bridges  including  snow  removal  and  geenral 
expense. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $541.37 
for  the  improvement  of  Class  V  roads,  to  which  the  state 
will  contribute  $2,165.51  or,  vote  to  appropriate  $864.00 
for  the  construction  of  the  Class  II  highway  on  the  Chester 
Road  to  which  the  state  will  contribute  $1,728.00  and  raise 
money  for  the  one  selected. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  spend  the  income  from  the  Henry  Moore  Fund  on 


the  Chester  Road,  until  such  time  as  it  is  accepted  by  the 
State  Highway  Department  as  a  Class  II  or  State  Aid 
highway. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  maintain  the  street  lights  for  the  en- 
suing year.
